‘Cost B.C. $2,000,000 


Liquor rationing’ and gasoline 
rationing has hit the provincial 
treasury to the extent of more 
than $2,000,000 a year because of 
lowered revenue. from Les two 
iterns, 

Public accounts tabled in the 
Legisiature today showed that 
the cut in liquor alone caused a 
drop of $1,200,000 in government 
revenues, The loss from gasoline 
taxes was $870,000. 

The revenue from liquor was 
$6,946,259 for fiscal year 1943-44, 


compared with $8,145,774 the year-.- 


before. 

Rationing of liquor started in 
Marth, 1943, which was the begin- 
ning of ‘the fiscal year. That was 
when the effect of the Dominion 
government's reduction in al 
cohol supplies began to be felt:
